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Top Wartime Allies 


Reunited as Sequel 
of Moscow Meetings 


Official Communique Re- 


veals Accomplishments 


of Foreign Ministers 


Washington, Dec. 
2S—(AP)-— 


Russia aligned herself today be- 
hind Anglo-American proposals to 
put atomic energy controls up to 
the United Nations and in turn 
won a voice in control of beaten 
Japan. 


These two results 
highlighted 


the 11-day meeting- of big- three 
foreign ministers in Moscow—a 
meeting which officially re-united 
the top wartime allies in their 
efforts to solve the formidable 
problems of peace. 


Breaking a deadlock in their 


relations which lasted nearly three 
months, the United States, Russia 
and Britain also agreed in s. com- 
munique made public simultan- 
eously in the three Capitals last 
night on: 


1. The necessity for a unified, 


democratic and! independent China 
under the National 
government 


now 
headed 
oy 
Generalissimo 


Chiang Kai-Shek. 


2. The establishment of a pro- 


visional government for long-suf- 
fering Korea with prospect of 
complete 
independence for that 


nation in five years. 


3. Broadening the governments 


of Romania and Bulgaria and 
plans for concluding peace trea- 
ties with them, along with Italy, 
Hungary and Finland. 


Contrasting Conferences 


Architects of these agreements 


were Secretary of State Byrnes; 
Foreign Secretary Bevin of Brit- 
ain, and Foreign Commissar Molo- 
tov of Russia. 
They hammered 


them out in a conference which— 
in results—provided a sharp con- 
trast to the London meeting of 
foreign ministers last September. 


Yet many vexing problems re- 


mained unsettled—and unmention- 
ed. 
Among- them are the upris- 


ing in Soviet-occupied northern 
Iran; the issue of access to the 
Dardanelles 
Straits; 
Germany's 


western border, and a common 
Big Three policy on the Franco 
government of Spain. 


Bevin told reporters in Moscow 


last night the Iranian issue had 
been discussed at length but with- 
out final agreement. 
He added, 


how/ever, that the March 2 date 
for withdrawal of Russian and 
British troops from the little Mid- 
dle Eastern country "still stands." 
The United States has promised to 
have its forces out by January 1. 


Byrnes Is Pleased 


But for all the unsettled points, 


Byrnes, enroute home by plane, 
undoubtedly considers that 
the 


mcetiiig called at his suggestion 
accomplished much. 


Byrnes 
told 
newsmen before 


leaving Moscow that the confer- 
ence had been "very construc- 
tive" in accomplishments and in 
restoring "cordial relations." 


In disposing, for the present, of 


the touchy atomic energy ques- 
tion. Russia agreed to join this 
country and Britain in sponsoring 
a resolution in the United Nations 
assembly which would establish a 
control commission, responsible to 
thp powerful 11-member Security 
Council.

Lives in Uprising 
Within Jerusalem 


Jerusalem. Dec. 
28—(AP) — 


Helmeted British 
Tommies 
en- 


forced a tight curfew in Munici- 
pal and Jewish residential quar- 
ters of this uneasy citv today 
while 
investigations

bombings and guntire which last 
night killed at least nine persons 
and injured 11. 


Business was almost at a stand- 


still. Thousands of persons in the 
curfew area were confined 
to 


their home. Local telephone com- 
munications went out after 6 a. m 
and some morning newspapers did 
not appear. 


Early in the day truckloads of 


civilians were seen rumbling up 
to detention barracks for question- 
ing in connection with the bomb- 
ings which destroyed the Criminal 
Investigation Department 
head- 


quarters. 


Squads of workmen dug through 


piles of rubble at the headquarters 
in Jerusalem, where seven persons 
were officially reported killed and 
11 injured either by gunfire or in 
a series of heavy explosions which 
damaged a three-block area in the 
heart of the city. 


Eye witnesses were quoted as 


saying- that six young men—some 
carrying pistols, some bomb-filled 
haversacks—shot their way to the 
gates of the police building," where 
they 
placed 
explosives 
which 


turned the place into shambles. 


At the same time, terrorists at- 


tacked district police headquarters 
in Tel Aviv, scene of riots last 
month in which nine Jews were 
killed, and attempted a raid on 
the Royal Engineers arms store 
at an exhibition grounds north of 
the city a communique said. An 
Arab telephone operator was kill- 
ed in the attack on the district 
headquarters, the announcement 
said, and a British soldier was 
killed in the attempted strike at 
the arms store.

Washington. Dec. 28—(AP)—A 


Russian question mark cast its 
shadow today over the newly- 
created international -tabilization 
fund and world bank. 


The Soviet Union was the only 


major power among 16 nations 
whose signature lines remained 
blank after yesterday's ceremonies 
that brought the two big financial 
agencies into being. 


Under terms of the 45-nation 


Bretton Woods agreements, the 16 
have until next Monday midnight 
to sign as original members. 


No one here professed to know 


what Russia would do. 


Some government officials ex- 


pressed belief she would come in 
under the deadline. There was 
speculation among others, how- 
ever, that she might delay action 
pending some word whether this 
country would be receptive to a 
Soviet loan application. None of 
the officials would permit their 
names to be used. 


Date Not All-Important 


In any event, the Monday dead- 


line is not all-important. The 
agreements provide that any na- 
tion desiring to participate in the 
fund and bank after December 31 
may do so if its application is ap- 
proved by the governing- boards of 
the.two agencies. 


These boards remain to be set 


up—the last action necessary to 
bring the agreements into actual 
operation.

ments that drafted the pacts at 
Bretton Woods. N. H., in July, 
1944, formally signed them at the 
state department late yesterday.

Police said he was struck by 


three of six shots allegedly fired 
by Capt. Miller from a souvenir 
gun brought home from Europe. 


Miller, of Bellevue, Tex., was ar- 


rested at the apartment by Detec- 
tive John Kennedy, who said Miller 
admitted the shooting- and that 
Capt. Dale had identified him as 
the assailant. 


Bombs Break Loose 
On Liberty Vessel; 
It Calls for Help 


New York, Dec. 28—(AP)—The 


Henry D. Thoreau, a Liberty ship 
out of Naples, Italy, for Cape May. 
N. J., messaged the Navy here to- 
day that 5,000 tons of bombs were 
breaking loose and "if they give 
way entirely nothing can sa/e us". 
The Navy said it was not a troop- 
ship. 


The Thoreau reported she was 


about 420 miles southwest of the 
Azores, the Navy said, adding she 
had a normal crew of about 40 
men. 


The message, received by the 


Navy at 7 a. m. said the bombs 
had been stowed in a "tween decks 
hatch". The bombs probably were 
some of those unsued by American 
Air Forc< ; in Italy and were be- 
ing returned 
to an ammunition 


depot in the United States, the 
Navy said. 


An unidentified ship radioed the 


Navy sne 
vVas standing by~ ihe 


Thoreau, but could do no'thing im- 
mediately to assist. 


Further details were unavailable, 
the Navy said. 


Say Bombs IVol Fused 


H. M. Singleton, operating man- 


ager for the Luckenbach Steam- 
ship Co., Inc.. agent for the Thor- 
eau. said bombs would not be fused 
while loaded aboard ship. Single- 
ton said he preferred not to an- 
nounce the name of the captain 
of the Thoreau because "it might 
alarm his family unnecessarily". 


A Navy bomb disposal officer 


said it would be "very unlikely" 
for unfused bombs to explode, but 
that they would burst if shock 
were great enough. A Nax-y public 
information officer said all bomb 
shipments were "packaged for safe 
transport". 


The Thoreau has a displacement 


of 7,176 tons. She was built at 
Portland, Ore., in 19-12, and was 
listed as 
-117 feet long and 37 


feet deep with a 56-foot beam.

—Statewide revision of property 
tax assessments will be placed in 
effect next Tuesday but taxpay- 
ers' bills won't reflect any changes 
until 194.7. 


Aimed at achieving assessment 


uniformity, new 100 per cent as- 
sessment laws become operative 
for all of more than 15,000 local 
taxing units. 


The 1945 estimated assessment 


ratios ranged from 14 to 66 per 
cent of full value in downstate 
counties. 
The state revenue de- 


partment estimated Cook county's 
ratio at 68 per cent. 
"""Tax ceilings" can go up or down 
immediately under a complicated 
formula. 
So can 1946 property 


tax bills, payable a year later. 


The experts differ on what Is 


likely to happen. 


Revenue department spokesmen 


say taxes need not be higher be- 
cause it's still left to local officials 
how much to raise. 


The 
Taxpayers' Federation of 


Illinois says 89 of the 102 coun- 
ties ultimately will have higher 
tax ceilings 
unless 
lowered by 


referendum. 


IlighliKl'lH nf Program 


However, that doesn't mean nec- 


essarily that local units will tax 
the maximum. 
Many 
of 
them 


have not hit their present ceilings. 


Briefly, here are highlights of 


the new program: 


Local assessors may continue us- 


ing any assessment factor they 
wish, and do not have to appraise 
at full value. 


But tax levies must he extended

Mine Rescue Crews 
Temporarily Halted 
By Roaring Flames 


Pineville, Ky., Dec. 28 —(AP) — 


Rescue work was 
halted 
tem- 


porarily today when underground 
crews, seeking to reach 30 or more 
trapped coal miners near here, 
met the roaring flames of another 
fire. 


It was the 23rd fire the rescue 


crews have encountered and was 
worse than any of the previous 
ones Inside the Kentucky Straight 
Creek Coal mining mine number 1. 


Hurried calls were spread over a

them. The gentlemen in Washing- 
on who wrote the Revenue Aft 
of 1945 have kindly defined for 
them the "tax attributable to pro- 
service earned 
income,"

stallments. 


The definition reads as follows 


—so help us: 


'•The term 'tax attributable to 


pre-service earned income" means 
the excess of the tax imposed by 
chapter 1 for any war year over 
the tax that would have been im- 
posed for such year if there had 
been excluded from the net income 
for such year the amount of the 
earned net income (as such term 
was defined in section 25 (a) 4) 
as in force with respect to such 
year, except that In computing 
such earned net income, compen- 
sation for active service in such 
forces shall be disregarded)."

fTHAT then must we do to re- 


main strong and still not 


(bankrupt ourselves on military 
expenditures to maintain a pro- 
hibitively expensive professional 
army even if one could be re- 
cruited? 
President Washington 


answered that question in recom- 
mendations to the first Congress 
to convene under the United States 
Constitution. He proposed a pro- 
gram for the peacetime train- 
ing 
of 
a 
citizen 
army. 
At 


that time the conception of a Inrge 
professional Regular Army was 
considered dangerous to the liber- 
ties of the Nation. It is still so 
today. But the determining factor 
in solving this problem \vill in- 
evitably be the relation between 
the maintenance of military power 
and the cost in annual appropria- 
tions. No system, even if actually 
adopted in the near future, can 
survive the political pressure to 
reduce the military budget if the 
cost:- are high—and professional 
armies are very costly. 


There is now another disadvan- 


tage to a large professional stand- 
ing army. Wars in the twentieth 
century are fought with the total 
resources, economic, scientific, and 
human of entire nations. Every 
specialized field of human knowl- 
edge is emplnved. Modern war 
requires tile skills and knowledge 
of the individuals of a nation. 


Obviously we cannot all put on 


uniforms and stand ready to repel 
invasion. The greatest energy in 
peacetime of any successful na- 
iton mu.st be devoted to produc- 
tive and gainful labor. But all 
Americans can, in the next gen- 
eration, prepare themselves to 


cserve their country in maintaining 
;the peace or again.st the tragic 
hour v. hen peace is broken, if 
such a misfortune aga;n overtakes 
ius. This is what i< meant by Um- 
'•vcrsal Military Tiaming. It is not 
"universal military service — the 
'actual induction of men into 1he 
•combatant 
forces. 
Such 
forces 


•would be compojed during peace- 
time of volunteers. The trainees 
would be in separate organizations 
maintained for training purposes 
only. Once tra;ned, young men 
would be freed from further con- 
nection with the Army unless 
they chose, as they now may, to 
pnrol! in the National Guard or 
an organized reserve unit, or !r> 


professional army. When the Na- 
tion is in jeopardy they could be 
called, just as men are now called, 
by a committee of local neighbors, 
in an order of priority and under 
such conditions as directed at that 
time by 1he Congress. 


Popular Misconception 


The concept of universal mili- 


tary training is not founded, ns 
'some may believe, on tho prin- 
ciple of a mass Army. The Army 
has been accused of rigidly hold- 
ing to this doctrine in the face of 
modern developments. Nothing, I 
think, could be farther from the 
fact, as the record of the mobiliza- 
tion for this war demonstrates. 
Out of our entire military mobili- 
zation of 14,000,000 men, the num- 
ber of infantry troops was less 
than 1,500,000 Army and Marine. 


The remainder of our armed 


forces, sea, air, and ground, was 
largely lighting a war of machin- 
ery. Counting those engaged in 
war production there were prob- 
ably ^5 to 80,000,000 Americans 
directly involved in prosecution of 
the war. To technological warfare 
we devoted 98 percent of our en- 
tire effo''t. 


Nor is it propo.-ed nou Ui aban- 


don this formula winch has been 
:-o amazingly succi"-sitil The har- 
nessing of the basic power of tlie 
universe will' turtlu'r spur our ef- 
forts to use brain for br.u\ n m 
safeguarding the United States of 
America.

within the effective military age 
group. 


In war the Nation cannot de-J 


pend on the numbers of men will- 
ing to volunteer for active serv- 
ice; nor can our security in peace. 


In another national emergency, 


the existence of a substantial por-! 
lion of the Nation's young man-| 
power already trained 01 in proc- 
ess of training, would make it pos- 
sible to fill out immediately the 
peacetime ranks of the Navy, tlie 
Regular 
A r m y, 
th* Notional 


Guard, and the Organized Re- 
serve. 
As a result our Armed 


Forces would be ready for almost 
immediate deployment to counter 
initial hostile moves, ready to pre- 
vent an enemy from gaining foot- 
holds from which he could launch 
destructive attacks against our in- 
dustries and our homes. By this 
method wo would establish, for 
the generations to come, a national 
military policy: (1) winch is en-

New York—In its issue of Dec. 


17, the Beverage Retailers Week- 
ly, the trade publication of the li- 
quor industry, carried a story on 
page one under the head: "Pross 
Planning Legion Post of Union 
Workers." 


The piece, itself, said that Ben- 


jamin P. Pross, executive man- 
ager of the Wine, Liquor and Dis- 
tillery 
Workers 
union 
of 
the 


American Federation of Labor, 
was authority for an announce- 
ment that "the union is negotiat- 
ing- to obtain a charter for a post 
to be known as the Wine and Li- 
quor Post, just as soon as George 
J. Oneto, president of the union, 
returns from his duties in France.'' 


Pross is the boss of the union 


and Oneto i° a. mere figurehead. 


Upon inquiry, Maurice Stember, 


the state adjutant of the Amer- 
icon Legion, said he was unaware 
of any negotiations for such a 
charter. And, upon being told that 
Pross was a criminal with a bad 
police record, including 
convic- 


tions in both the federal and state 
courts. Stember said the Legion 
certainly 
would examine 
very 


carefully any application for a 
charter that might be received 
from 
this union and probably 


would turn it down. 


# 
* * 


Pross, himself, has no record of 


patriotic service nor any record 
of sustained service as a worker 
in any legitimate occupation. 
He 


never was a labor leader and the 
means by which he obtained a 
sheaf of union charters from the 
A. F. of L. are not quite clear. 
However, in the days when the 
CIO was organizing many unions 
of miscellaneous workers in New 
York many such AFL charters 
were freely issued, most of them 


amounting to permits to graft 
and conduct rackets. 
Pross re- 


cently boasted that he now had 
control of 17 local unions. 
The 


purpose of the AFL at the time 
was to put its brand on thou- 
sands of unorganized workers be- 
fore the CIO could round them 
up. The workers, themselves were 
not consulted. 
They were literal- 


ly rounded up like African slaves 
long ago.

Ben Pross, now 45 years old, 


was first arrested on June 9, 
1927, charged with grand larceny 
in overstating his assets and un- 
derstating his liabilities in a bus- 
iness deal. 
The charge was re- 


duced to petty larceny and on 
Oct. 25 he was sentenced to 60 
days in the work house. On Jan. 
20, 1928, he was arrested on an- 
other charge of grand larceny. He 
was discharged on March 14. 


In July, 1929, Pross was sen- 


tenced by Judge Fred H. Bryant 
in the federal court in New York 
to serve three years and four 
months in Atlanta for a violation 
of the federal bankruptcy act. In 
that swindle the crook, by way 
of training for his career as a 
union statesman and friend of the 
worker, opened a furniture store 
and 
obtained 
merchandise 
on 


credit which he then moved out 
secretly 
to be sold in auction 


rooms. 
The judge paid him the 


compliment of remarking that the 
scheme was thoroughly dishonest.

Ten years later, in 1939, Pross, 


now become a union boss, was 
fined $100 in the federal court in 
New York for a violation of the 
Sherman 
anti-trust law. The 


racket in this case was set forth 
as an act in behalf of his subjects 
with the explanation that he put 
an embargo on wines which had 
been bottled in California so that 
his own people would get the work 
of bottling. 
The racket worked 


to the benefit of the local bottling 
companies, too, however, one of 
which was operated by a relative 
of the homing hero of the second 
World war, worthy 
President 


Oneto. 


A representative Of one of the 


large 
distillery 
companies 
has 


stated that Pross, personally, ask- 
ed this company to give Oneto's 
relataive a contract to bottle cer- 
tain wines. 
Being subject to the 


displeasure of Pross in its union 
relations, 
the 
company 
g'ladly 


threw the business that way.

Last winter a frightened little 


civilian wearing an Army dis- 
charge button came limping into 
my office with a tale of woe. 
Returning to his old trade in a 
bottling and reconditioning plant 
he discovered that a relative of 
one of the union bosses had taken 
a subcontract from the owner of 
the plant and was now supplying 
the labor as a contractor. 
The 


workers were not employed by the 
owners of the industry but 
b> 


this padrone, and the rate of pay 
was lower than the union scale 
He complained and was 
badly 


beaten and kicked. 
He was now 


out of a job and living in hiding 
and his young wife was about to 
have a baby. I asked him what 
his rights were under the union's 
constitution and he answered that 
he never had seen the conititu- 
tion and was sure that anyone 
who did demand a copy would be 
beaten up as he had been.

Pross recently was indicted in 


federal court in Newark on a 
charge of black market dealings 
in liquor but was acquitted. 
It 


was alleged here that he com- 
pelled a distributor to allot sev- 
eral thousand cases to a dealer 
designated by him and that som? 
of the liquor showed up in the 
black market in southern states 
Unperturbed by such troubles and 
unembarrassed by his record as a 
thief or the fact that he has lost 
even the rights 
of. citizenship 


Pross often issues profound state- 


ments in the publications of tfce 
union movement which give him 
great prominence and dignity and 
constantly give him credit for 
certain increases in wages grant- 
ed the workers. 
He may deserve 


credit for some portion of these 
ncreases for it plainly would b« 
shrewd business for him to throw 
a few dollars to his subjects to 
make them believe that he lives 
but to serve them. 
» • * 


Pros.s has large plans for his 


future and is now organizing from 
cellar-to-roof a company with a 
nation-wide business dealing in 
drugs and cosmetics as well as 
liquor. 
Several members of hie 


family have been associated with 
iim in unionism and business ven- 
tures. 
One member pleaded guil- 


ty last March 26 to being a com- 
mon gambler in operating a poker 
fame in an apartment as keeper, 
dealer and player and was fined 
S250 with the option of 30 days 
in jail plus a suspended sentence 
of 30 days. This was an unusual- 
ly severe sentence on such a 
charge but an investigator who 
worked on the case said that fam- 
ilies were victimized to a tragic 
degree by the losses, for some 
women who had lost heavily re- 
sorted to prostitution to recoup 
and conceal their losses from their 
husbands. 


William Green, the president of 


the AFL, has known all about 
Pross' criminal character and rec- 
ord for at least 18 months during 
which 
period, nevertheless, 
the 


power of the crook has steadily 
increased.

the big three foreign ministers' 
conference at Moscow certainly 
give brighter hope of a Happy 
New Year. 


That hope rests not so much m 


any specific agreement—although 
there are some of high importance 
—as in the fact that the spirit o£ 
cooperation, which received such 
a nasty knock at the last foreign 
ministers conference in London, 
seems to have 
been 
recreated. 


Unity of purpose among the big 
three is the great essential for 
peace, because as 
things 
now 


stand the- weight of Uie world 
rests upon their broad shoulders. 
Without their tull cooperation the 
forthcoming meeting of Ihe assem- 
bly of the United Nations peace 
organization here would be the 
beating- of an empty tub. 


So it's good to see the big three 


machine again running more free- 
ly, and there naturally is con- 
siderable speculation as to wheth- 
er Generalissimo Stalin's presence 
in the Soviet Capital—handy for 
quick consultation by his ministers 
—may have had something to do 
with the better atmosphere. Be 
that as it may. the calamity of 
the last foieign 
ministers con- 


lerence was reversed.

The most important agreement 


of the conference was the decision 
to create a. commission under the 
United Nations Organization to 
eliminate all atomic weapons and 
to develop atmoic energy for the 
benefit of mankind. 


The advent of the atomic bomb 


had produced suspicions and heart- 
burnings which undoubtedly were 
at the bottom of the failure of the 
previous foreign ministers parley. 
The Moscow decision is calculated 
to remove those suspicions, arid 
this in itself would have marked 
the conference as having achieved 
a major success. More than in- 
i Iclcntaiiv this will give the United 
Nations Organization a concrete 
major problem to deal with when 
it meets next month, and that's 
all to the good.

Of course the Moscow confer- 


ence appears to have 
left 
some 


delicate and important difficulties 
unsolved. Among these are Rus- 
sia's relations with Persia and 
Turkey, both questions of world 
importance and full of dynamite. 


However, it would be absm-d to 


expect the big three foreign min- 
isters to be able to iron all their 
differences at one sitting. 
It 


would be equally absurd not to 
expect the three to have any dif- 
ferences, because they are bound 
to exist, just as they do among the 
people of individual countries, or 


individual cities or even individual 
families.
